The triple entente was vastly superior 
to Germany and Austria In underwater 
craft, the latter having- only thirty in 
commission as compared with 177 sub- 
marines commissioned In the British, 
French and Russian navies. The Ger- 
mans have not gone In strongly for 
submarines. 


Germany and England are the cnly 


nations in the group which have built 
any battle cruisers. These are huge 
cruisers of high speed and of great of- 
fensive power. 
They are in reality 


battleships In which some thickness of 
armor has been sacrificed in order to 
permit the Installation of powerful 
driving1 machinery to obtain speed.

sick horses and dogs have passed 
through her hands toward complete re- 
covery.
